SKETCHES OF LEGISLATIVE OFFICERS, 


Men Who Will Preside Over the Senate 
and House at Springfield. 

John Meyer, who was chosen in the Repub- 
lican caucus Speaker of the House, was born 
in the Kingdom of Holland Feb. 27, 1852. 
As a boy he attended school in his native land 
and ut theage of 12 came with his parents 
to America. They made Chicago their 
home and he received his education in 
the public schools of this city. He attended 
the Northwestern University for three years 
and then eatered the Union College of Law 
in Chicago. In 1879 he took his examina- 
tion and was udmitted to the bar. He has 
been engaged in the active practice of law 
ever since, and for the last ten years‘has been 
a member of the firm of Meyer & Coleman. 

Mr. Meyer was elected to the Legislature in 
1884 and was reélected successively for the 
Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, Thirty-eighth, 
and Thirty-ninth General Assemblies. He has 
always taken an active interest in the affairs 
of the House, In his first term he was chosen 
Chairman of the Committee on Corporations. 
He bas been prominent in committees and in 
the House in subsequent sessions. Mr. Meyer 
was instrumental in securing the passage of 
the drainage law for the Chicago Sanitary 
District durmg the Thirty-sixth General As- 
sembly. He a introduced a bill 
closely affecting the interest of the 
Chicago people, requiring that the ma- 
jority of frontage of adjacent 
property-owners be a prerequisite to the 
franchise ofany ruilroad. He attended the 
special session of the Legislature and took 
part in the World’s Fair Legislature in 1892, 
voting to cede Jackson Park for Fair pur- 
poses and to enable Chicago to give $5,000,- 
000 towards it by constitutional amendment 
of the 5 per cent limit, 

Mr. Meyer was married in 1881 and has 
one child, Regarding prospective legislation 
Mr. Meyer believes that much is needed. He 
is a strong advocate of the Australian ballot 
and will vote torany amendment of the elec. 
tion laws tendmg in that direc. 
tion. He also believes strongly in 
civil service and will be found on the side of 
any legislation tending to give Chicago the 
benefite of such a system. r. Meyer is also 
strongly impressed by the industrial troubies 
and ta vors legislation which will help to solve 
the difficulties of arbitration.

WANT COMMISSIONERS APPOINTED. 


Alleged McCaffery Heirs Ask to Have 
Testimony Collected. 


The McCaffery will case was recalled yester- 
day by the filing in the Circuit Court ofa 
petition to have appointed a number of com- 
missioners to collect and perpetuate testi- 
mony for the proof of heirship. The petition- 
ers are a dozen or more alleged heirs of the 
testator, who were unknown at the time of 


his death. .

The McCaffery will was one of the strangest 
legal documents ever filed in Cook County. 
When it was read it exposed several chapters 
in the life of John McCaffery that surprised 
even his closest relatives and friends. Six 
months before the old man died a codicil was 
added to the will. It declared the testator 
had been twice married over fifty years ago 
and that he had seven children by these two 
marriages, and he was unable to remember 
the names of four of the children. The first 
wifethe married in Ireland; her maiden name 
was Dawson. O By ber he had five children; 
the two oldest, he said, were William an 
Nancy, the three others, whose names he 
could not remember, were daughters. Some 
years later, the testator stated, he married a 
woman whose maiden name was Douglas, and 
by her he had two children, one of which 
was a son, Henry N. Douglas McCaffery; and 
the other a daughter whose name he could 
not remem ber, 

When these facts were brought out the 
heirs here teok steps to contest. Old records 
were examined and it was said no proof ex- 
tated that the old man was ever married, al- 
though he had lived for forty years in Chica- 
go with a woman supposed to be his third 
wife, who died ten years ago at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. Ann Baker. After his 
third wife died he lived with his housekeeper, 
a Mrs. Howard, and her husband. 

It has been learned since the old man's 
death that hé spent many months in search- 
ing for his missing heirs in Baltimore, Wash- 
tionton, New York, and other cities in the 
East, It seems that McCaffery was first mar- 
ried in Ireland to Mary Dawson. When they 
came to this country about 1840 McCaffery 
had little money and went to work in New 
York, Three more childrea were born to 
ingm in this country, and his wife left him 
and took the two older ‘children back to 
Ireland. Then he went South 
and was a contractor of public 
works in Virginia and South Carolina. It ap- 
pears that he was there married to the Doug- 
las woman. There were two children by that 
marriage of which no trace has yet been 
found. The woman was burned to death in 
Philadelphia. About that time McCaffery 
placed the three daughters by the former mar- 
riage in a boarding school at Washington.

The evidence is now so con- 
flicting as to indicate a long legal struggle 
and it is frequently prophesied the large es- 
tate will be consumed by attorneys’ fees and 
other costs of litigation. 

The heirs here still believe the will may be 
broken. Among the new developments is 
the discovery that the wife of James MecCaf. 
fery. brother of the testator, is living and will 
appear as a witness for the present petition- 
ers. She lives in Guttenberg, Hudson Coun- 
ty. N. J. She had charge of the three chil- 
dren of the testator after he deserted them 
in 1852. Sheciaimsto have documentary 
evidence of the first marriage and a record of 
the births of the three children.

FRANKLIN MAOVEAGH TALKS OF 
DEMOORATIO DEFEAT AND HOPE, 


‘Absolute Free Trade and an Organized 


Fight for It the Tenor of His Address 
Before the Joint Democratic Caucus at 
Springfleld=The Hon. “Ball” Burke 
Embarrasses His Silk-Stocking Brother 
by Boisterous Interruptious=Bourbens 
Deal Out Bogus Legislative Jobs. 

Spainarrzcp, III., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—The 
Democratic joint caucus, consisting of sixty- 
one members from the House and eighteen 
from the Senate, met in the club-room of the 
St. Nicholas Hotel at 8 o'clock this evening 
and went through the formality of nominat- 
ing presiding officers and the usual officers of 
the two Houses of the Legisiature. Chairman 
Morris presented to the joint caucus Franklin 
MacVeagh, whom he designated as the stand- 
ard bearer of the Democracy of Illinois: Mr. 
MacVeagh began reading his speech and had 
proceeded to that point in which he referred 
to the defeat of the Democracy last fall, 
when the Hon. Bull“ Burke of the Seven- 
teenth District and of the Seventeenth Ward 
in Chicago, who had been sitting in front of 
the speaker with his feet hanging over a ta- 
ble, interrupted Mr. MacVeagh by asking: 

Who made you the nominee of the Demo- 
erat party? If you hadn’t been the nominee 
thd party wouldn’t have been defeated.” 

This interruption brought the color to the 
placid cheeks of Mr. MacVeagh, and he im- 
mediately sat down, Chairman Morris told 
Mr. Burke he was out of order. The Hon. 
* Bull” replied: 

“TknowI am out of order now, just at 
this minute, but I have got a right to ask this 
man who made him the nominee of our par- 
ty.” 

In vain did Chairman Morris appeal to the 
the Hon. Bull” to keep quiet, and as often 
did the Hon. “Bull” reply that he would do 
as he pleased. Several members of the House 
approached the Hon. Bull” and pleaded 
with him to keep still, but he warned them 
not to lay hands on him, as he knew his 
rights.

Mr. MacVeagh then resumed reading his 
speech. After MacVeagh’s speech he was 
congratulated by the various members of the 
joint caucus and the caucus adjourned. 


MacVeagh Makes His Speech. 


Mr. MacVeagh spoke as follows: 


It would take language I am hopeless of em- 
ploying to express adequately my sense of the 
very distinguished and exceptional honor which 
the Democratic party of Illinois has done me by 
nominating me in convention as its candidate for 
the United States Senatorship; an honor it now 
intends to complete through your cordial action, 
gentlemen of the Legislature, in voting for me in 
the joint session of the two Houses; nor can | 
hope to make fully understood my appreciation 
of the personal kindness I have received at the 
hands of many thousands of the members of our 
party. No one was ever more generously nomi- 
nated, and none ever made a campaign under 
more attractive and agreeable conditions. 

And it is a great gratification to me to be asso- 
ciated, by the partiality of my fellow-citizens, 
with the aim of the Democratic party to lift the 
selection of United States Senators into the hands 
of the people, and with its triotic effort to 
conserve the dignity and usefulness of the Senate 
itself, and to preserve to it that touch with the 
people and that fidelity to the policies of the 
people which are so necessary to its enjoyment of 
the public confidence and esteem. 

It is said that in the last election the Demo- 
crats were defeated. This seems to me to be mis- 
leading. Something happened undoubtedly. But 
what it wasis less clear. At this distance, and 
with time to think over what occurred, I am in- 
clined to think it was a cloud-burst. It certainly 
had the same‘anexpectedness as a cloud-burst—the 
same sudden. overwheiming flood—the same 
piled-up wreckage—and, if you will permit me 
to say so, the same unscientific in consequence: 
and I therefore permit myself to believe the 
same unlikelihood of recurrence. 


Tariff Reform Policy Not Defeated. 


Most assuredly in my — the great policy 
of the Democratic party—the policy of tariff ro- 
form—was not defeated. Its defenders, if you 
choose, were defeated, partly beqguse they got 
themselves confused with its enemies. The re- 
form was not defeated. This may seem a nice 
distinction, but itis the real distinction of the 
situation. Even now some of the wiser leaders 
among the Republicans are eager to find a way 
to preserve as much of our legislation as they 
can without seeming to abandon their theory 
that. high cost living is a ee to 
the masses of the people—or their eory 
that a nation can sell its surplus for 
something except the surplus of other nations— 
or their theory that the greatness of a nation con- 
sists in its provincialism, and t the nations of 
this rather small earth are at their best when 
they reject all intercourse with each other, or 
their theory that China is the type of civilized 
life. But these leaders, if the Republican party 
remains in power, will not prevail. They have 
tried before to moderate the greed of protection. 
and have always failed. They will fail again. 
And though the people have not meant to vote 
for high protection now any more than they did 
in 1888, they will, if the Republicans remain in 
power, get high protection now as they got it in 
1888. And it rests, therefore, still with us to 
preserve this greatreform. You can get reform. 
my friends, only through reformers. 

And the sooner we bring about the fullest 
measure of this reform the better it will be for 
the business of the Nation, for there is no other 
road to commercial and manufacturing peace. 
There never, believe me, will be a final settle- 
ment of the tariff question in this country while 
the spirit of American institutions and the inde- 
pendence, the enterprise, and the splendid ag- 

ressiveness of the American character are 

argely defeated by the economic narrowness, the 
class selfishness, and the discreditabie provincial- 
ism of the protective system. Eventually this 
wholly un-American system must, by the mere 
logic of natural fitness, be wiped out. And there 
is, therefore, but one way for the business of the 
Nation to get final conditions and that is to 
definitely abandon a policy that cannot. in the 
nature of things, be anything but temporary. 


Free Trade the Cure of Unrest. 


There is but one condition that this Nation will 
finally accept as worthy of its antecédents, its 
pretensions, its duty to itself and to the world— 
and that is the condition of the trade. It is the 
only cure of unrest, for it is the only conceivabie 
issue to the great contention which, whatever we 
may wish, is to be, until it is settled, the con- 
trolling dispute of American politics. Other 
contentions may come and other contentions may 
go, but this greatest of our present contentions, 
until free trade is the settled policy of the coun- 
try, will go on forever. 

And to carry on this contention both parties 
are committed, and about it that battle of 
national politics will be waged. The Republican 
Naas is hopelessly committed to protection. 

here may be misgivings here and there in that 
party. ‘An editor bers or there—a candidate for 
the Presidency—or a candidate for the Senator- 
ship—may have doubts whether the McKinley 
bill should again be risked against the growing 
knowledge and the waking conscience of the 
om and here and there we may find a scared 

publican inclination to steal some of our 
thunder, but the Republican party is a protec- 
tionist party, bent on maintaining a permanent 
protective system. And it has now. in the inter- 
esting progress of our reform, come to this: that 
it no longer matters what the degree of Repub- 
liean protection may be, for the inherent vice of 
the Republican policy lies not in the degree of 
protection but in the principle of protection. 

And the Democratic party is committed. It is 
a wise, conservative, patriotic, and even long en- 
during party, and it can at all times be intrusted 
to deal patiently and cousiderately with all 
meritorious interests of right-dealing citizens. 
But while it has argued for patient degrees af 
tariff reform, and so far has legislated on that 
line, it has never used an argument in further- 
ance of tariff reform that was not drawn from 
the philosophy of free trade. And it would from 
the inning have been absurd to advocate the 
tariff reform if we had not from the same begin- 
ning believed in ultimate free trade. It now. in 
my opinion, is high time to drop the shibboleths 
of tariff reform and to raise banner of free 
trade, We have advocated and wo have achieved 
tariff reform. Let us henceforth advocate and 
let us achieve free trade.

I therefore believe that our great party, having 
long taught and finally legislated tariff reform, 
should now show, what I know it has, the cour- 
age of its essential underlying conv and 
say frankly that it stands for free trade. + 
But whatever degree of this reform we shall 
conclude to stand for. oge thing we must agree 
is absolutely essential our success as itis to 
our party dignity and self-respect and as it is 
necessary to our holding the respect of the Nation. 
That essential thing is this: . while we may 
gladly admit within our party lines all who be- 
ieve in whatever degree of tariff reform and who 
will loyally support the party's tariff position. 
we must refuse to accept party responsibility for 
men who are protectionists whether they call 
themselves mocrats or not. We must make 
this essential discrimination perfectly clear to 
all the people. No party can hm lly carry 
forward a great reform unless it is united, dis- 
ciplined, and faithfully led. 
And this brings me to ask why it is the Demo- 
cratic party, which did so well considing the 
fact it had to accomplish ‘tariff reform against 
the opposition of a protectionist majority in the 
Senate, has seemed te.a vast majority to have 
done so badly? My view of it is that while a va- 
riety of bad luck conspired to our defeat this 


special anomaly is due, in the main, to the cir- 


cumstance that we appeared to the Nation di- 
vided, undisciplined, and disorganized. This 
appearance was due to two facts: 
irst, that certain protectionist Senators who 
opposed our reform were considered by both our 
opponents and ourselves Democrats, and treated 
as Democrats in good standing, while they op- 
our most Democratic principles and policy. 
We were therefore char with the si- 
bility for their acts. Their opposition not only 
obstructed us, but discredited us before the peo- 
ple by showing us to be divided and disorgan- 
ized, In the late campaign we tried to*draw the 
line--and certainly here in Illinois we drew it 
vigorously; but there was not time enough to 
make the disclaimer effective. But it would be 
ross folly—folly inviting to further defeat—to 
less than drastic now in oe a Democrat 
and insisting upon a genuine belief in Demo- 
cratic reform as a sine qua non. 


Democrats Were Not Organized. 


The other fact was that we not only presented 
a disorganized appearance to the people, but 
were actually, at least, unorganized. 

We were not organized weil enough for effect- 
ive attack. and we were equally helpless to de- 
fend ourselves ugainst growing misconceptions. 
Searcely two leaders perfectly agreed. o great 
newspaper attempted to consistently defend the 
party. There was neither organized attack nor 
organized defense. And we are practically in that 
same condition today. While it lasts we shall, I 
fear, be dependent for success upon the weariness 
the couatry may come to feel of Republican dom- 
ination. ndependence such as chhracterizes 
Democrats and is unknown among 1 
is very fine and is something for us to proud 
of; but we must succeed in reconciling it with 
that sense of the necessity of organized and con- 
sistent party action and of responsibie ieader- 
ship without which party success and even party 
government is an impossibility. 


Suggestions for Illinois Democrats. 


Now what is necessary in Illinois? Let us 
bring it home. The first essential thing, as I 
look at it. is to get the Democrats of Illinois 
convinced of the importance offorganized and 
united party action. disunited party cannot 
act, and the very worst thinga party in power 
can do is to do nothing. For this there must be 
leadership. It seems to me too that our leading 
men should meet oftener and confer mofe, not 
simply how to get the Democratic vote out, but 
how to get the Democratic thought out. 

For we should remember that politics in Amer- 
ica now is a battle of ideas. A while ago it was 
only a tussie for spoils. That time has 
The ple are not much interested in t 
— mh ye 5 therefore free to exceedingly inde- 
pendent in their judgment of parties. Another 
essential thing is that the leaders should in 
this State agree upon a platform that will inter. 
pret Democratic principles in a way to meet 
the national demands. And we should: not 
wait for a convention to do this. 
We must do it as soon as 
possible. In this platform all individual wishes 
cannot be included, of course—and some of us 
must learn to take half aloaf rather than no 
bread. We must keep in mind, too, the fact that 
we are hopeless without the cooperation of other 
States, and the fact that to the Democratic party 
broad national sentiments are as the breath of 
its life, and the fact that by the force of its prin- 
ciplea and to be in harmony with its history it 
must be a truly national party or nothing; that 
its ideas cannot be sectionalized, and that it 
leaves to the Republican party and the Populist 
party the championship,of class interests. 

We need, too, to take up the campaign now. 
We must not wait for campaigns, but work be- 
tween campaigns. I believe the State Central 
committee will take this view of the aeed of the 
hour and I think we ougbt to get into this work 
all who can help. We need responsible and wise 
leadership. Without leadership organization in 
vigorous support of settled and defined party 
policies is not to be thought of and without or- 
ganization of this sort chaos reigns. We need 
leadership and organization which will harmo- 
nixe aud make effective the forces of the party 
and render impossible those conflicts within the 
party which tend to destroy the respect and con- 
fidence of the people. ‘ 

In any platform we may make account must be 
taken of the currency question, and in any et- 
fort after effective party unity we must acknowl- 
edge the necessity of a firm, steady, and consist- 
ent position on that question. It must be in- 
stinct with national rather than local feeling, 
for this is essentially a national issuc. The cur- 
rency question is a grave political matter. At 
the moment it is very pressing and it will remain, 
long after the present Congress has retired, a 
serious concern to our parties. At the moment

It is imperative for the Democratic party to 
make for itself a currency platform and to take 
resolutely in hand the work of putti the cur- 
rency of the Nation upon a wise, broad, scientific 
footing. The public thought upon the currency 
is in an excited state and has already produced 
sectional and class feeling. It is not simply the 
East that deals ignorantly with the views and 
sentiments of the West and the South, but the 
West and South have become handicapped in 
dealing with the question through unjust preju- 
dice and resentment toward the East. Itis the 
duty of the Democratic party to reconcile the 
Nation on a platform of currency reform. I shall 
not attempt at this time to define my views of 
such a platform. But I will indicate what I 
should like to see among its controlling ideas. 


Coequal Gold and Silver Standard, 


No scheme of financial reform will, it seems to 
me, be adequate t merely concerns the sec- 
ondary currency and stops short of a reformation 
of that upon which rests and depends all sec- 
ondary currency, whether bank issues, or goveru- 
ment paper issues, or silver issues redeemable in 
I mean the standard money.

Johnson Follows Sibley’s Lead. 


Mr. Johnson (Dem., Ohio) followed Mr. 
Sibley’s lead with a caustic speech in opposi- 
tion to the measure. At the outset he said be 
thought he owed an apology to the House for 
speaking against a bill which was dead as 
this was. owever, he explained why he be- 
lieved the bill if it could be enacted into law 
would prove a monstrous failure. He denied 
that this bill was derigned to take the govern- 
ment out of the banking business and assert- 
ed that no bill could be devised for sound cur- 
rency issues which would not place them un- 
der government supervision. and in effect 
make them alternately redeemable by the 
government. It was the office of government 
to furnish money. This bill proposed to con- 
fer on banks without limita right that could 
only be conferred on a monopoly. It gave 
them a monopoly or it was a failure. He at- 
tempted to demonstrate that the bill would 
confer the same monopoly on the banks that 
the Bank of England and the Bank of France 
had. This was true because the greenbacks 
and Treasury notes on which circulation 
could be taken out were limited in number. 
There were but $475,000,000 of these notes. 
When they were deposited for circulation the 
monopoly would be complete. 

Mr. Johnson sketched a scheme by which a 
dishonest man, entirely within the terms of 
this bill, could make $52,500 in two weeks 
by starting a bank. 

** Could that not be done under the present 
law?” asked Mr. Springer. 

„No, sir, replied Mr. Johnson, because 
he must deposit $114,000 worth of bonds to 
get $90,000 in circulation.” 

Could not the Canadian banks perpetrate 
the same frauds?’ asked Mr. Springer, re- 
turning tg the assault.

Mr. Bland, the leader of the silver Demo- 
orats in the House, took up his cudgel against 
it.

HAWAIIAN DEBATE IN THE SENATE, 


Right to Question President Discussed=— 
Eulogies for Dead Senator Colquiy. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Jan. 8.—Further de- 
bate on Mr. Lodge's resolution asking for in- 
formation why the American ships had been 
withdrawn from Hawaiian waters took place 
in the Senate today. Mr. Palmer (Dem. 
III.) in accordance with previous notice de. 
livered a speech against the resolution, re- 
garding it as an invasion by the Senate of the 
powers of the President. He defended the 
acts of the present administration in Hawaiian 
affairs. His remarks provoked a number of 
interruptions by Republican Senators, in- 
cluding Messrs. Lodge, Teller, and Aldrich. 
Mr. Gray (Dem., Del.) also opposed its adop- 
tion. At 2 o'clock the resolution again took 
its place on the calendar, and during the re- 
mainder of the day the Senate listened to 
eulogies of Alfred H. Colquitt of Georgia, 
who died recentiy. At the close of these the 
Senate adjourned. 

When the Ledge resolution callmg for in- 
formation why United States ships of war 
had been withdrawn from Hawaiian waters 
was considered, Mr. Palmer III.) ad- 
dressed the Senate. Whence, asked, d id 
the Senate derive the power to call on the 
President for his reasons for an executive 
act. If no such power existed wasit not im- 
pertinent for the Senate to make the demand. 
He maintained that it was absurb to say that 
the Senate may demand the reasons of the 
President without at the same time having 
the right insome way or another to compel 
an answer. 

Mr. Aldrich (Rep., R. I.) interrupted with

After further discussion of this feature of 
the matter Mr. Palmer referred to the 
species of Anglophobia which permeated the 
discussion of so many public questions and 
said it was a source of absolute shame and 
humiliation to find that the American Senate 
could discuss no question without bringing 
into it the dangers with which we are con- 
stantly menaced by the overwhelming power 
of Great Britain. Then Mr. Palmer devoted 
some time to a discussion of the exciting con- 
ditions in the Hawaiian Islands and the events 
that ied up to and followed the establishment 
of the provisional government. 

Mr. Aldrich (Rep., R. I.) referred to his re- 
marks made some days ago respecting the 
visit to the city of the Royalist commission 
from the Hawaiian Islands, and said he had 
yesterday received confirmation of the coinci- 
dence of dates in this matter from unex- 

ted quarters. 
Pie therefore sent to the Clerk’s desk and 
asked that the President’s statement on the 
matter published yesterday be read. The 
Cierk had finished only a portion of it when 
the hour of A 0 elock arrived and the resolu- 
tion again took its place on the calendar. 

The reguiar order was then laid aside and 
the Senate listened to eulogies on the life of 
Senator Alfred H. Colquitt of Georgia.

LAGEST SEAL CATCH EVER MADE. 


Report of the Work of the Fleet During 
1894. 

Wasuincron, D. C., Jan. 8.—The State 
Department has published an official report 
from United States Consul Roberts at Vic- 
toria on the seal catch of the British Colum- 
bian sealing fleet last year. The figures were 
compiled by Collector Milne. The Consul 
says they show the catch to be the largest 
ever made in a single year, ana that the fear 
once entertained that the hunters would be 
seriously handicapped from the compulsory

11,705 were males and 14,636 
females. The catch in 1893 was 70.332. In 
addition this year 573 skins taken by Amer- 
ican schooners were landed at Victoria, bring- 
ing up to 95,048 the total number of skins 
landed there. The sealers took 48,993 skins 
off the Japanese coast, 26,341 in Bermg Sea, 
11,708 off the British Columbian coast, and 
7,437 off Copper Island.

PROVISION TO COLLECT INCOME TAX. 


Urgency Deficiency Billto Come Up in the 
Senate Today. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Jan, 8.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Appropriations to- 
day authorized a favorable report on the 
urgency deficiency bill, which has been held 
in the committee since Dec. 17. The bill, as 
it will be reported tomorrow, will carry the 
provision for the collection of the income 
tax, and it will not contain any amendments 
for the alteration of the present tariff law, 
as at one time seemed probable. It will bea 
plain appropriation bill, and if it is antag- 
onized at all it will be because of the in- 
come tax appropriation. The total appro- 
priation made is $1,863,000, which 
is a reduction of $143,595 from the total of 
the House bill. This reduction is due to the 
fact that separate bills were passed before the 
holidays to meet the urgency at the printing 
and census offices. The passage of these bills 
reduced the total to the extent of $400,000. 
The committee added appropriations amount- 
mg to $256,405. There is also an addition 
of $25,000-for the enforcement of the Chi- 
nese exclusion act. 


DECISION AGAINST THE PLANTERS, 


Actfon of Washington Court of Appeals on 
Sugar Bounty Cases. } 

Wasnineaton, D. C., Jan. 8.—The District 
Court of Appeals today affirmed the decision 
of the District Supreme Court refusing to 
grant the Miles Sugar Manufacturing and 
Planting Company ot Louisiana a mandamus 
compelling Secretary Carlisle and Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Miller to proceed un- 
der the law awarding sugar bounties, not- 
withstanding its repeal by the new tariff law. 
The case was brought as a test suit. An 
appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court is yet open to the planters, the case 
having gone against them in all inferior tri- 
bunals. The court, in an opinion by Judge 
Shepard, held that the repeal of the sugar 
bounty provisions of the McKinley act by 
the new tariff law was immediate and com- 
plete and contained no exception or protec. 
tion of any right held at the time of the 
passage of the law by virtue of the provisions 
of the McKinley act. Consequently there 
remains no duty that the respondents (Car- 
— and Miller) might or could lawfully per- 
orm. 


WORK AMONG THE INDIAN SCHOOLS, 


Agents to Hold a Conference with the 
President Thursday. 

Wasuinotonx, D. C., Jan. 8.—The Indian 
agents, summoned here by Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs Browning, will hold a confer- 
ence with the President Thursday after- 
noon. They will be accompanied by Secre- 
tary Smith and Commissioner Browning and 
the President will probably question the 
agents as to the work among Indian schools, 
methods for securing ultimate self-sustenance, 
and other important matters. The last of the 
agents to arrive here is Capt. W. H. Clapp of 
the Fort Bertholdt Agency, who was at the 
Indian Bureau today. The agents will hold 
no further conference with the Secretary of 
the Interior as a body, but most of them will 
probably have interviews with him discussing 
their respective reservations. The majority 
of them will remain in Washington about a 
week longer.

Action was taken by the Senate Committee 
on Inter-State Commerce today which will 
be welcome news to the thousands of com- 
mercial travelers throughout the country, as 
it was decided to report favorably the bill to 
permit the issue by railroads of joint inter- 
changeable 5,000-mile tickets. This meas- 
ure was brought before the House last spring 
and Congress was flooded with petitions from 
traveling men all over the country asking for 
its immediate adoption. The railroaas had 
taken the stand that under the inter-State 
commerce law there was a doubt of their 
power to issue joint interchangeable mileage 
tickets, and they declined to accommodate 
the commercial travelers in this respect until 
their position under the law had been defined 
by a supplementary act of Congress. The 
bill as first introduced was a simple proviso 
as follows: That nothing in this act shall 
prevent the issuance of joint interchangeable 
5,000-mile tickets with special privileges as 
to the amount of free baggage that may be 
carried under mileage tickets of 1,000 or 
more miles. 

The House Committee on Inter-State Com- 
merce reported back through Mr. Durborow 
of Chicago that in their opinion there was 
nothing in the inter-State commerce law to 
prevent the railroads issuing such tickets, and 
the only object of the present bill was 
declaratory, so commercial men 
could be accommodated by the railroads 
without any possibility of infringing the law. 
The committee, however, amended the orig- 
inal bill so as to require railroads which issue 
these joint tickets to file with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission copies of the joint 
tariffs of rates, and further placing these tick- 
ets and tariffs under the control cf the com- 
missicn. The bill passed the House June 18, 
at which time the National Commercial 
Travelers’ Association happened to be in ses- 
sion at Milwaukee. The thing slumbered in 
the Senate committee and might not have 
been taken up had not that body desired to 
set the seal of its approval on the bill repeal- 
ing the pooling clause of the inter-State com- 
merce law.

NOW I8 THE TIME TO TAKE ACTION. 


Chicago Business“ Men Should Attack 
Washington at Once. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]—If 
the business- men of Chicago want to accom- 
plish anything at the hands of the present 
Congress now is the time for them tao make a 
visit to the capital and get consideration by 
the Rules committee of the House of the Chi- 
cago public building bill. This matter is 
wholly in the hands of that committee, which 
is made up of three members of the majority, 
Speaker Crisp and Messrs. Catching and 
Outhwaite, and before the holidays the Re- 


publican members of the committee were 


Messrs. Réed and Burrows. But the duties of 
the miaority members of the committee are 
com paratively easy, all orders for legislation 
emanating from the Democratic contingent. 
They have frequently been known to adopt a 
rule and the first intimation their Republican 
calleagues had of the matter would be when 
it was presented in the House. 

Just before the holidays Messrs. Durbor- 
row and MeGann went to the Speaker and 
urged on him the advisability of setting apart 
a day for the consideration of the Chicago 
publie building bill. In common with other 
propositions this matter went over during the 
holidays and it is now in the hands of the 
Rules committee, When that body will take 
it up, unless great pressure is brought to bear 
upon them, is extremely problematical, and 
hence if the representatives of the Com mer- 
cial club or other business organizations of 
Chicago want to see this project put through 
at the short session of this Congress, they 
must come to Washington aud lay siege to 
the mémbers of the majority on the Rules 
committee and pay no attention to anybody 
else. It matters not what may be the wishes 
of Mr. Reed or his Republican colleague 
whenever he may be chosen to succeed Sen- 
ator-elect Burrows. 

In all dealings with the Rules committee it 
must be borne in mind that the trio of Demo- 
crats mentioned are the people to be reasoned 
with, and consequently all inducements and 
offers of whatever description must first run 
the gauntiet of Speaker Crisp and his two 
Democratic associates, whose will is the law 
of the House. Nothing can be accomplished 
in the way of getting a special order for the 
consideration of any particular business un- 
less it emanates from this committee and 
those who are sent to Washington in behalf 
of Chicago would do well to bear this con- 
stantly in mind. So far as the members of 
the Public Buildings and Grounds committee 
are concerned, they have done all that lies in 
their power to bring about the construction of 
this buil .

Affecting Sleeping Car Companies= 
General Action on the Bill Postponed 
for a Week. 


Wasmineros, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special:]— 
The pooling biil has struck a most unexpectea 
snag, and strangely enough the impediment 
to its rapid transit through the Senate has 
been placed on the track by William R. Mor- 
rison of Illinois, President of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. His action today 
absolutely disposes of the statements gener 
ally made that the bill as it passed the House 
had the sanction of the commission, amt was 
in fact prepared at the instance of that body 
for the alleged purpose of giving it better 
control of the railroads than it had under the 
present law. 

The Senate Committee on Inter-State Cum- 
merce took up the pooling bill at its meeting 
this mornmg. Chairman Butler presented a 
letter from Col. Morrison pointing out a se. 
rious defect in the law as it passed the Hous. 
He called the attention of the committee to 
the fact that under the law the commission 
was given no discretion in regard to approv- 
ing eny pooling contract sybmitted to it by 
the railroads. He did not ask for a specific 
amendment, but gave the committee to under- 
stand the la w in its present shape would be 
unsatisfactory to the commission. He 
called attention to the faet that the 
people believed the commission had au- 
thority to reject any pooling contract for 
reasons satisfactory to itself; whereas, as a 
matter of fact, the commission would be 
obliged to go into court and satisfy a J 
that the pooling contract would work to 
disadvantage of the people. Col. Morrison 
went on to call attention to the fact that it 
was almost impossible to present to à court 
evidence as to what the tuture effect of any 

ling agreement might be. Asa result, tne 
nter-State Commission could only intervene 
alter the pool had-been established, and the 
injury to the interests of the people had been 
absolutely demonstrated by experience. The 
Segate committee wasn’t prepared to go into 
this matter, having been given to understand 
that the pooling bill as it passed the House 
i in every way satisfactory to the commis- 
sion.

Where the Bill Is Defective. 


To this extent I consider the pooling bill 
radically defective. The will consider 
the commission responsible for the effects of 
pooling contracts, but as a matterof fact 
under the bill now before the Senate our 
hands are tied absolutely. If we are expect- 
ed to bear the blame y ought togive us 
authority to disapprove a proposed pool for 
reasons satisfactory to ourselves and not sub- 
ject to review by the courts. In my letter to 
the Senate committee I called attention to 
this condition of affairs, but did not draw 
any amendment because I wished to leave it 
to the wisdom of the committee to protect 
the people and the commission alike. The 
law as it now stands is certainly not satisfac- 
tory to me, whatever may be, the case with 
the other members of the commission.“

DEMOCRATS DIVIDED ON THE CURRENCY. 


The caucus held by the House Democrats 
day before yesterday served no other purpose 
than to put on record once more the seeming- 
ly incurable differences of opinion on the 
currency question which exist in the Demo- 
cratic party. There was submitted to the 
caucus a ridiculous inflation proposition to 
the effect that each State might take silver 
bullion to the mint and have as many dollars 
coined on its account as it had people. Then 
Arkansas, one of whose Representatives made 
this interesting suggestion, and which~has 
over a million people, could buy half a mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of silver and have it coined 
into more than a million silver dollars, thus 
making half a million dollars out of some- 
body. This scheme was supported by 54 
members and only 64 voted against it. 

The sensible proposition of Representative 
Sperry of Connecticut that low-rate bends in 
small denominutions be issued for the fund- 
ing of the greenbacks, whose chief use now 
seems to be to draw gold out dt the Treasury, 
these bonds to the extent of their face value 
to be used as the basis of national bank circu- 
lation, received only thirteen votes. All of 
these were from the North. There was noth- 
ing in this plan savoring of inflation or depre- 
ciation, and therefore it had no friends apne 
the Southern Demoorats. 

On the question of the adoption of the bill 
eubmitted by Mr. Springer as a substitute fur 
the original Carlisle bill the vote was 81 in 
the affirmative and 59 in the negative. 
Among those who voted in the negative were 
the ultra free silver men. There are seventy 
members who did not attend the caucus. 
They are doubtless as divided in sentiment as 
those who did. 


As the Republicans are practically a unit- 


against the Carlisle bill, the Springer bill, or 
any other bill which frees the State banks 
from the wholesome restraints of existing 
laws and allows them to go into the wildcat 
business, or which, instead of doing away with 
the dangers of the present monetary system, 
adds new ones, it is apparent that no bill cao 
be passed unless Mr. Springer can prepare 
some measure for which about all the Demo- 
crats will vote. He is a very shifty individ- 
val and the administration is exceedingly 
anxious to secure some half-way decent legis- 
lation so as to save the credit of the party, 
and will use all the influence it has with the 
members to that end, So it is among the 
possibilities that the House will do something. 

But it seems idle to expect that that doubt- 
ful something will get through the Senate, 
which has less than eight weeks’ time in 
which to act. The enemies of any measure 
designed to assure the stability of the cur- 
rency are stronger proportionately in the 
Senate than in the House. They can talk to 
death any bill which does not suit their no- 
tions. It is equally certain that any bill 
which does hot meet with the approval of the 
Republican Senators will not have a ghoat of 
a chance. There is no prospect of getting 
through both Houses any meusure which will 
add to the revenues, stop the drain of gold, 
or better the financial situation in any way. 

Therefore it will become Mr. Cleveland's 
duty to call the next Congress together in 
special session in March and to get from the 
Republicans that legisiation which his own 
party seemingly is impotent to give him. He 
had to turn to them year before last for sup- 
port, so far as the Senate was concerned. The 
President has become satisfied that he made 
a mistake from a party point of view in fail- 
ing to call the present Congress together as 
soon as he could to consider the tariff ques- 
tion. He must feel that it would be a much 
more serious error to fail to call the next 
Congress together at once so as to secure leg- 
islation which will stop this incessant drain 
of gold due in great part to the distrust felt 
abroad of the soundness of the American 
monetary system. 

To call that extra session would be insome 
respects a most mortifying thing to do. For 
such a call would be unnecessary if the Dem- 
ocratic party possessed the arts of governing 
in sufficient measure to be able to agree on a 
financial policy. Its seeming inability to do 
so is depriving it of the confidence of all bus- 
iness-men. The President appreciates this 
factand willdo all in his power to get the 
House and the Senate Democrats to agree on 
something. But it seems as if it will 
be impossible for him to get those ele- 
ments of the party represented by men 
like Bland and Bryan on one side, and 
Sperry and Harter onthe other, to come to- 
gether. Mr. Springer is sanguine it can be 
done, but Mr. Springer is always most san- 
guine on the eve of a defeat. 


PHILADELPHIA WANTS MUNICIPAL RE- 
FORM. 

The Tammany ring was defeated at the 
last election in New York City. Chicago re- 
pudiated Hopkinsism in November, will se- 
cure reform legislation from the General As- 
sembly, and in April will choose a Mayor 
from whom it can expect a decent city gov- 
ernment. Philadelphia, the third largest city 
in the country, has been under ring rule for 
years and its respectable citizens, seeing and 
encouraged by what is going on in New York 
and Chicago, are beginning to organize for 
reform. 

Nearly all the time since the overthrow of 
the old gas trust Philadelphia has been bossed 
by Senator Quay and a gang of unsavory poli- 
ticians who served under him. Their govern- 
ment has been expensive, inefficient, and dis- 
reputable, The taxpayers have been called 
on for larger contributions yearly, but their 
money instead of bemg expended for their 
benefit has been used chiefly for the payment 
of extravagant wages to ward heelers. The 
system of using the public revenues for the 
support of party rétainers has been carried to 
as high a state of perfection in Philadelphia 
as it ever was here. 

C An instance of the inefficiency of the city 
government is furnished by the way in which 
its gas plant has been managed. Thecity owns 
a plant valued at over fourteen million dollars. 
It is the largest in the country, and if decently 


managed would be immensely profitable and. 


would be an argument in favor of the contro 
of gas works by municipalities. But with 
that amount of capital invested the city does 
not fall tar short of making gas enough to 
supply the demand and buys large quantities 
from private companies. Were its old-fash- 
joned machinery thrown out and replaced by 
new more gas could be made and more 
cheaply; but that would interfere with the 
‘deals with the private companies. The gas 
the city makes costs it from 58 to 60 cents. 
That which it buys it pays 37 cents a thou- 
sand feet for, The city works are run at an 
annual loss. : 


There is dishonesty in the public offices and 


there is cheating at elections. There are 
stuffed registry books there as well as here, 
and the work is done more impudently. It 
was in Philadelphia that the name of a pet 
dog was put on the books as that of a duly 
qualified voter. These elecuon frauds are not

Mr. Quay pieked out his man some 
time ago and stated that he had to bé nom- 
inated. The person in question is exceeding- 
ly distasteful te the people who want a repu- 
table city government, He has been in pub- 
lic life for some years and has done nothing 
to make the taxpayers respect him. There 
was a protest when Quay’s choice was made 
known. His lieutenants informed the pro- 
testers they would have to take their med.

Thereupon they revolted. A committee of 
ninety-five has been organized, most of whose 
members are business-men and prominent 
Republicans. They have published a mani- 
festo to the effect that the candidate appar- 
ently selected by the party leaders for the 


Republican nomination for Mayor is not a 


proper man for that position,” and they 
pledge themselves to use all proper means to 
secure the election of a fit person to fill that 
high office. It may be that Quay will back 
down aud let the convention select some other 
individual. Or it may be that, trusting in the 
strength of his machine and the magnitude 
of the norma! Republican majority in Phila- 
phia, he will defy the committee. If so, there 
ought to be enough civic pride among the 
Philadelphians to smash his slate and repu- 
diate boss rule, as New York and Chicago 
have done.

THE CURRENCY PROBLEM. 

The London Financial Times does not take 
a very assuring view of the outcome of cur- 
rency legislation in the United States. In 
its issue of Dec. 24 it said our gold reserve 
had been reduced to 88 millions (it now is 
barely 80 millions) and that the present con- 
ditions of commerce render it highly proba- 
ble exports at the beginning of this year will 
be on a more extensive scale than usual. In 
the earlier part of the year the trade balanco 
with Europe always requires to be adjusted 
by large shipments of gold from America 
and it is estimated that within the next four 
months from 30 to 50 million dollars’ worth 
of gold will have been shipped from the Unit- 
ed States. {The Times asks: If under the ex- 
isting circumstances the Treasury finds it 
impossibie to retain its gold what will happen 
when the gold exports begin in earnest?’ It 
hints a suspicion that neither the appoint- 
ment of a banking commission nor the pass- 
ing of the Cleveland currency bill would re- 
lieve us from the danger of a currency crisis 
unless more far-reaching measures be adopt- 
ed. The proposed bill would merely afford 
relief, not produce a cure. 

The Times holds that the most fundamental 
reason for the gold drain, which has been 
mostly domestic, is the apprehension which 
exists, both at home andabroad, of the United 
States going upon a silver basis and of its ob- 
ligations being redeemable in silver, or even 
in paper currency, instead of gold. The 
most obvious solution of the difficulty would 
be the issue of a big gold loan abroad with the 
object of redeeming some of the redundant 
paper currency, say of the Treasury notes. 
No doubt as much as was wanted could be 
got in this way, and at a low rate of interest, 
but the loan would have to be a gold loan or 
Europe would not look at it, and to make 
such an issue the sanction of Congress would 
have to be obtained. Until a step of this kind 
is taken the gold drain will continue, 
President Cleveland’s object lessons and 
Treasurer Carlisie’s tinkering at the banking 
system notwithstanding,”’ 

This view of the case is pretty nearly cor- 
rect. To adopt the plan of Mr. Carlisle, or 
the one which is offered as an amendment 
thereto, would be equivalent to guaranteeing 
redemption of a part of one duebill by the 
deposit of another duebill, and most decid- 
edly this would not reassure those who fear 
that the integrity of our currency will be 
open to serious question. The only safe way 
out of the difficulty is to fund the outstanding 
paper currency obligations of the United 
States into bonds running a long time at a 
low rate of interest, and make them the basis 
ofa bank note circulation upto their face 
value. The greenbacks and the Sherman 
Treasury noies could be retired by taking 
them in exchange for these bonds, and then 
the silver certificates should be retired also 
if we are to have a really safe and sound cur- 
rency. If the bondsneeded for the latter 
purpose could not be placed at home it would 
be imperative to make them payable in gold, 
or they would not find foreign purchasers at 
par,seeing the possibility of a renewed pressure 
by the free silver monometallists for a pay- 
ment of all our obligations in silver. There 
is some reason tothink that Congress will 
look with favor upon the first part of this prop- 
osition, to retire all of the outstanding paper 
duebills except those issued against silver 
dollars in the Treasury. The second part of 
the plan may not be adopted just yet, but it 
is not improbable that our lawmakers yet 
will show they see in the silver certificates a 
source of danger which they will have the 
courage to remove, 


DEBS COMMITTED TO JAIL, 

Another stage in the Debs case was reached 
yesterday when he and his associates were 
put in the Cook County Jail to serve out their 
terms unless the Supreme Court comes to 
their relief. Application will be made to that 
court at the end of the week for a writ of 
habeas corpus on various grounds, one of 
them being that the lower court had no au- 
thority to issue the injunction the defendants 
are charged with violating, and hence there 
was no vontempt to be punished. 

If the Supreme Court grants the writ Debs 
will be out of jail next week, But if it is re- 
fused then his counsel will have to resort to 
the slower process of taking an appeal from 
Judge Woods’ decision and inducing the 
court to pass on it as speedily as possible, 
which under the circumstances it will be 
likely todo. If the decision is sustained then 
nothing will remain for the defendants to do 
except to serve out their terms as patiently as 
they can. They were rather defiantly jolly 
yesterday, possibly because their lawyers 
have told them they will not be locked up 
long. They may be less cheerful after they 
have been in confinement a month or so. 

Notwithstanding the promises of their at. 
torneys there is no reason to believe that the 
Supreme Court will interfere with the execu- 
tion of the sentence. Were it to do so it 
would cause general surprise and regret. Law- 
yers and citizens indorse Judge Woods’ deci- 
sion. The former believe the United States 
Court bad authority to exercise the power it 
did. Most citizens believe that if the United 
States Court has not the power to issue an in- 
jutiction ordering one manor a body of men 
to refrain from committingan unlawful act, 
and to punish him or them in case of disobe. 
dience, it ought to have it. The only persons. 
who are of a different opinion are the sym pa- 
thizers with organized anarchy. 

Debs was bragging yesterday of the audi. 
ences he had during his recent lecture trip 
and attributed them to sympathy. He did 
not make allowance for the curiosity which 
impels people often to see a person who has 
made himself notcrious. He had defied the 
Federal Government and had headed a great 
riot which had paralyzed for a time the com- 
merce of the West. That was sufficient to 
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would have had bigger ones had he taken to 
the lecture platform. 

Unquestionably the Supreme Court will sus 
tain Judge Woods. It will decide that the 
anti-trust law on which the injunction was 
based applies to interference with inter-State 
commerce by any class of people; that the 
court had the right to issue the injunction and 
to punish for contempt the men who violated 
it wantonly. The result will be that future 
labor leaders will keep their hands off inter- 
State commerce and the United States mails. 
Nor will they get from Congress any legisla- 
tion which will be tantamount to settmg aside 
the finding of the court. They will not be 
able to induce Congress to strip Judges of the 
power to punish for contempt or to issue in- 
junctions against wrofg-doers. Some Con- 
gressmen who early last year were inclined to 
look with approval on legislation of this kind 
have been converted by the Debs riots and 
have seen that it will not be safe to cut down 
the powers of the General Government. Debs 
has been of use to the country alter all. 


THE SEED DISTRIBUTION HUMBUG. 

Secretary Morton of the Department of 
Agriculture now and then has a happy 
thought. The latest thought of this kind to 
strike him is the waste of money, time, and 
labor expended upon the distribution of seeds, 
He accordingly has prepared a bill providing 
that hereafter seeds, bulbs, cuttings, plants, 
etc., shall be sent direct to the agricultural 
experiment statigns and by them be dis- 
tributed only to such persoris as really want 
them. To what an extent this nuisance has 
grown isshown by some of the statistics. 
Last year, there were distributed 7,440,000 
packages of vegetable seeds, 640,000 pack- 
ages of flower seed, and about 1,500,000 
packages of cereals, forage plants, cotton, 
root crops, and peanuts. There were 1.800, 
000 citizens who received an average of five 
papers ot seed each and the cost to the 
government was $255,000. How highly 
seed distribution is appreciated is shown by 
the fact that only 940 persons out of the 
1,800,000 cared enough for their packages 
toacknowledge them. This enormous ex- 
pense, considering the value of the service, 
has grown from a modest $1,000 appropri- 
ated in 1889. In other words, in five years 
the service has increased in expense frem 
$1,000 to $255,000. At this rate of in- 
crease what would be the expense five years 
hence of lumbering up the mails with a com- 
modity that only one person in 10,000 es- 
teems of sufficient importance to say thank 
you’? There was a time undoubtedly when 
Congressmen curried favor among their rural 
constituents by sending them, in addition to 
Patent Office and department reports, pack- 
ages of millo maize, Jerusalem corn, hairy 
vetch, soja beans, mangel wurzels, and cow- 
peas, but that time has gone by. Congress- 
men have now to keep themselvesin favor by 
something more substantial than cowpeas or 
Kaffir corn, The Patent Office report also 
has lost its charm, and there is no virtue left 
in reports of the Attorney-General, or even 
in the padded Congressional Record. The 
farmer himself looks upon the seed packages 
with contempt, and, if the truth were to be 
told, holds the Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion in slight esteem with its labored treatises 
on some plant-destroying insect, hog cholera, 
or bacteria couched ina technology far be- 
yond his comprehension, The farmer’s wife 
has no further use for flower seeds In these 
days she has too much to do to attend to flow- 
er gardens. The whole business is superfiu- 
ous and involves a useless waste of money. 
The Secretary has done well, first, in his prop- 
osition to relieve Congressmen from the duty 
of distribution, and, second,in his proposi- 
tion to cut down the expense. The only ob- 
jection to his bill is that it does not cut down 
enough, Even with the reduction he suggests 
the annual expense will still bein the neigh- 
borhood of $200,000 per annum, It would 
have been better to return to the $1,000 ap- 
propriation of 1889. That sum would sup- 
ply all the Kaffir corn and soja beans that are 
needed, 


CIVIL SERVICE ‘POSTAL REFORM. 

There is printed elsewhere in this issue, 
under the caption *“ More Civil Service Re- 
form,” an article which appears in the Staats 
Zeitung of the city and which has an added 
interest as it is taken from the Postmaster's 
paper. It records the order of President 
Cleveland placing 126 superintendents of 
postal stations in the classified service, thus 
practically including all employés in the free 
delivery offices except the Assistant Post- 
master, private secretary, cashier, as- 
sistant cashier, and printer. In the 
Chicago Postoffice, for instance, with 
its 2,300 employés, only five now are 
appointed or can be removed by Mr. Hesing, 
notwithstanding which loss of patronage the 
Postmaster’s paper congratulates the Presi- 
dent and the business community upon an 
order which practically takes the offices in 
large cities out of politics and places them on 
a business basis to be conducted hereufter as 
other large business concerns are conducted. 
The Staats Zeitung goes further and urges 
the President to put into the classified service 
all who are notin it in the postoffices, and 
Congress to pass the De Forest-Lodge bill 
now pending “ to exclude political influences 
in the appointment of postmasters,’’ The 
bill is a desirable one and one which ought 
to be passed, There is little or no 
hope that it will be passed auring the present 
session, as the majority is engaged in mort- 
uary affairs of more importance from their 
point of view. The new Congress, however, 
is more likely to deal with the question. 
It is time that the one department of the 
Federal Government which is intimately 
connected with the business interests of the 
country and upon the successful working 
of which depends largely the freest move- 
ment of business should be taken out of 
politics altogether. When this is done, as the 
Staats Zeitung ‘says, there will be no excuse 
in the Postoffice Department for poor bus 
ness. Men are now appointed for life and 
during good behavior and will consequently 
have the good of the service more at heart 
than ever; they will take an interest in the 
same as though the business were their own.” 
The same reasons which warrant placing su- 
perintendents of postal stations in the classified 
service warrant placing the Postmasters there 
also. The whole department should be 
divorced from politics and run purely upon 
business principles. 


Tue attorney of the Marquette club, which 
provided the evidence on which several indict- 
ments for election outrages in the Twenty- 
third and Twenty-fourth Wards were based, 
says that those cases will be pushed just as 
rapidly as the defendants will permit.

PRESIDENT LOUDERBAGE’S REPOR ar

In Presenting His Resume of the Affairs 
of the Company Mr. Louderback Shows 
the Worthlessness of the Stock- ue Is 
Authorized to Appoint a Committe to 
Confer with Bondholders on u Pian to 
Avoid a Foreclosure of the Bond Mort 
tage- Warm State of Affairs. 

Stockholders in the Lake Street Elevated 
railway held their annual meeting yesterday 
at the offices of the company in West Lake 
street and President D. H. Louderback sub- 
mitted a detailed report, which shows the 
worthlessness of the stock of the company. 
In accordance with his recommendation he 
was authorized to appoint a committee of 
tive stockholders to confer with the bondhold- 
ers for the purpose of formulating some plan 
by which, if possible, a foreclosure of the 
bond mortgage and the appointment of a re- 
ceiver could be avoided. Mr. Louderback’s 
report affords a hot roast of the previous 
mauagement and reveals some peculiar finan- 
ciering. The report follows: 

Curcaeo, Jan. 8.—To the Stockholders of the 
Lake Street — Railroad Company: The 
present management of this company came into 
office July 2, 1894, about four months after the 
road was delivered to the — by the con- 
tractors, and eight months after trains were first 
run for the accommodation of the public. We 
found a structure comprising two tracks through- 
out and three tracks in part, covering a distance 
of six miles and 2,059 feet, along Market 
and West Lake streets, and equal to fourteen 
miles and 1,301 feet of single track, with rea- 
sonable equipment and fit with stations and

negroes near Millington, Tenn., and having 
learned from William Lloyd Garrison of Boston 
that it is impossible to find a jury which will 
convict a white man for lynching a colored man 
in the South, the committee desires to express to 
the six widews of the murdered negroes and to 
all colored people suffering under oppression its 
warmest sympathy and the earnest hope that the 
spirit of justice, irrespective of race, may yet be 
kindied throughout the United States. The com- 
mittee has read with deep satisfaction the pow- 
erful denunciation of lynching by Malcolm Pat- 
terson on behalf of the prosecution.

NAVIGATION RULES NULLIFIED. 


Discovered in Amendments 
Drafted Four Years Ago. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Jan, 8.—[Special.}— 
The Treasury Department has discovered that 
all the rules foc inland navigation governing 
sea-going vessels have been unwittingly re- 
pealed. This has been done by the amend- 
ments made to the law which were drafted by 
the American delegate to the International 
Maritime conference, held in Washington in 
1890. Every river boat on the Hudson 
and every harbor craft at the Port 
of New York will be affected by the 
change. provided a proposed measure of re- 
lief fails to become a law, After making 
changes in the regulations for the ‘prevention 
of collisions at sea the conference amend- 
ments laid down new rules governing lights, 
fog signals, and other details, to go into effect 
March 1. Then came a repealing clause 
which vaguely sad: Nothing in these rules 
shall interfere with the operation of a special 
order, duly made by local authorities relative 
to the navigation of any river, habor, or in- 
land waters. A bill is being prepared re- 
enacting the present inland navigation rules 
and continuing the control of the steam- 
boat inspection service over them. It will be 
introduced at once.

Dramatic Suicide of « Disappointed New

Then he was employed in the dancing acad- 
emy and there met the daughter of Anton 
Scheurman, a wealthy cigar manufacturer. 
The two grew to love each other, and every- 
thing ran smoothly till Dec. 10, when there 
was a reception at the Scheurman home. 
Haeflin attended, and on that evening was 
told that he could see Miss Scheurman no 
more. He bad ‘been melancholy ever since. 
Early today Mr. Scheurman heard the report 
of a pistol under his window. He went down 
to investigate and found Haeflin dead in the 
street.

American Railway Uston Leaders 0 
Managers of the July Strike Are Now 
in Me Henry County’s Prison at Wood- 
stock=All Take Their Punishment 
Philesophically Save Howard — Sen- 
tences Are Being Served for Contempt 
«Concurrent Save in Debs’ Case. 


Eugene V. Debs, President of the American 
Railway Union, and six others—George W. 
Howard, Sylvester Keliher, Louis W. Rogers, 
William E. Burns, James Hogan, and R. M. 
Goodwin— began to serve their sentences for 
contempt of the Federal courts in McHenry 
County Jail, Woodstock, III., last night. The 
time of execution of the sentence expired 
yesterday. At 10:30 o’clock in the morning 
all the men concerned, who had been on bail, 
except Howard and M. J. Elliott, went to 
Judge Woods’ court and surrendered them- 
selves. Howard came in an hour later. 
Elliott did not appear at ail. It is under- 
stood he left his home in Pennsylvania Mon- 
day night. His departure was delayed by the 
death of his child, He is expected to reach 
Chicago today, when he will follow the ex- 


ample of his companions. , 

There are two charges of contempt aguinst 
each of the prisoners; Debs is sentenced to 
six months on each, amd the others to three 
months on each. The sentences are cumu- 
latiye, which means a year in jail for Debs 
and six months for his fellow prisoners. 
Debs’ two sentences of six mouths each were 
made cumulative at the request of his at- 
torneys, for the reason that an appeal to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of habeas corpus 
cannot be made when the period of punish- 
ment ts less than a year. 

Ready to Go to Jail. 

It was expected when the accused surren- 
dered that some motion in their behalf would 
be made by counsel, but no such proceeding 
took place. Debs simply said to the court he 
and the others were ready to go to jail in ac- 
cordance with the sentence. Judge Woods 
turned them over to the custody of Marshal 
Arnold and Deputy Clerk Pickard made out 
the commi. ants. As the motion to quash 
the indictment for conspiracy was to come up 
before Judge Grosscup at 2 o’clock the pris- 
oners were not taken to jail at. once, but al- 
lowed to remain in the Marshal's office. At 
noon they were taken — — lunch by Deputy 
Marshals Curran and 

When Judge Grosscup hed overruled the 
motion to quash and set the trial for Jan. 22 
ihe prisoners became nervous about going to 
the Cook County Jail. It was nota pleasant 
prospect, that of spending many months in 
the overcrowded, unsanitary jail, where six 
prisoners are lodged in a cell built for two 
and other conditions are equally bad. In the 
morning Debs said if they must go to jail he 
would prefer the Cook County institution toany 
other, as then they would be kept before the 
public und the moral effect of their martyr- 
dom would not be lost on the laburing classes, 
whereas if they wentttoa more comfortable 
county jail they might be lost sight of. Mar- 
shal Arnold held a consultation with Judge 
Woods as to the disposition of the. pris- 
oners. Judge Woods told him the only 
thing he could advise was to ut 
them in the Cook County Jail. en 
Mr. Gregory, counsel for the prisoners, ap- 
pealed to Judge Woods to change the place 
of confinement. The Judgedirected him to 
have his clients make a written request to be 
sent to a certain jail. They agreed upon the 
Woodstock prison and left for their destina- 
tion at 5 p. m. 

Debs Is Jocular. 

Debs and his companions in contempt rode 
from the Monadnoc« Building to the North- 
western railway station in a street car escort- 
ed by Chief Deputy Marshal Donnel- 
ly. Deputy Marshal, Curran and four 
guards. There was no demonstration at the 
depot, no crowd to see them except a few 
sympathizers who followed from the Mar- 
shai’s office. The run of an hour and 
forty-five minutes to W tock was un- 
eventful. All the prisoners took their situa- 
tion cheerfully except Howard, who drew a 
long face and did not seem to like it much, 
Debs was especially jocular. Of Hogan, who 
wore a new hat, he said he disguised himself 
and looked like a gentleman, and told Rogers 
that any one not knowing him to be a convict 
would take him fora passenger. This was 
regarded asa very good joke. On the train 
Debs exhibited the following telegram, which, 
though misdirected, reached its destination: 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 8.—Eugene V. Debs, 
Cook County Jail: The A men of this 
State are with you to a man, in jail or out of it, 
for you never sold us out. You never held any 
star chamber meetings with the General Mana- 
gers’ Association. SCHULTZ AND ARCHIBALD. 

The senders of the telegram are the Presi- 
dents of the two local unions of the A. R. U. 
in Milwaukee, At some of the stations a few 
curious persons, railroad men principally, 
who had heard the party was on the train, 
sauptered through the car to get a look at the 
labor leaders. One man asked, Which is 
Howard? The latter being pointed out, he 
remarked: So that is the man that lost a 
pocketful of passes! 

If no one bade the prisoners godd-by at 
Chicago there were many to welcome them at 
Woodstock. Marshai Arnold had telegraphed 
to the Sheriff advising him of the coming of 
the Debs contingent, and the news had been 
spread throughout the town. A crowd of 
several hundred, mostly small boys, waited 
at the depot and escorted the party to the 
jail, three blocks away. The route was lined 
with people, who passed remarks on the pro- 
cession as it passed, and the small boys 
shouted with excitement. Sheriff George 
Eckert received the guests at the jail and 
showed them to their quarters. The interior 
of the jail is clean and white and permeated 
with the odor of fresh paint. Two rows of 
five cells each, ohe above the other, face a 
general room. Floors, beds, and everything 
about the place are neat and clean. New 
mattresses have recently been supplied. Ow- 
ing to the escape of a horse thief last Novem- 
ber an extra row of steel bars has been put 
around the cage.“ 

Debs and his party found two baten to 
keep them company. One is charged with 
larceny; the other with threats to set fire to a 
building. new arrivals said the jail was 
as comfortabie as a jail could well be and ex- 
pressed satisfaction at their choice. Debs 
said they did not expect to remain long under 
lock and key. He expected a hearing would 
be granted’ under the writ of habeas corpus 
and pending that they would be admitted to 
bail. He looked for a decision as to the 
granting of the writ within ten days.

QUESTS AT UNION LEAGUE QUAR- 


Hears a Report. 

The Twenty-fourth Ward Council of the 
Civic Federation met last night at Unity Uni- 
tarian Church, J. B. Hobbs presiding. The 
Only business transacted was the reception of 
the report of the Municipal committee, read 
by S. S. Greeley. The report recommended 
the abolition of garbage boxes and ward in- 
spectors, and that people be forced, to attend 
to the removal of garbage and ashes by being 
compelled to keep them on their premises 
until removed. It recommended that all city 
employés except laborers be uniformed and 
compelled to wear a badge inscribed with their 
office. It recommended that city contrict- 
ors be compelled to put the number of 


their ward and wagon on both sides of eve 


wagon they use in city work, It recommen 

ed the pom of the nuisance caused by the 
jump at the foot of Superior street. It trans- 
mitted the offer of John S. Cooper to clean 
the streets of the ward, including Farbage. 
ashes, and sprinkling for $62,772, or less 
than it now costs to sprinkle it. Various dis- 


positions were made of these recommenda 


tions. Mrs. Bradley, from the Committee on 
Education, repeated the report she made in 
the afternoon. 

The Standing Committee on Education of 
the Civic Federation held its regular mouthly 
meeting yesterday at the Great Northern 
* rs. H. W. Wilmarth in the chair and 

„Bush acting as Secretary. There were 
— or forty persons present. After the 
reading of the minutes a letter from Chief 
Engineer Waters of the Board of Education 
was read assuring the committee that the 
sanitary arrangements of the public schools 
were in every way admirable. 

The Chairman then cailed on the Chairmen 
of the Ward Committees on Education to re- 
port the results of their inspection of the pub- 
lic schools in their respective wards; there 
were five of these reports. Mrs. Stella Dye 
Loring reported on the Moseley and Haven 
Schools in the Second Ward and hada good 
many things to say in their praise. But in 
the case of the Moseley School she com- 
plained that there was a great need of gas- 
light, that the basement play-room was dark 
and destitute of seats, that the staircase lead- 
ing to the basement was without railings, that 
the staircases and exits were dangerously 
narrow, and that there was no fire escape. In 
the case of the Haven School she gaid the smoke 
of the engines on the Illinois Central railroad 
kept the windows covered with soot, that 
there was a saloon within 200 feet of the 
school and six within two blocks, and places 
all around where tobacco was sold. 

A. W. Ovitt of the Thirteenth Ward report- 
ed that there were so many schools in his 
ward that he would have to ask for an ex. 
tension of time. Mrs, Ella C. Starr of the 
Nineteenth Ward reported concerning the 
Polk Street School that the building had been 
condemned; that there was no play-room in 
the basement; that the halls and exits were 
too narrow; that the hydrant was out of 
doors; that the closets were out of doors, 
were never flushed, and were offensive; and 
that there was only one repulsive closet for 
fifteen teachers, Concerning the Harrison 
School she reported that the building was old, 
the staircases narrow, and the closets without 
water and offensive. Concerning the Polk 
Street Night-School she reported that it was 
attended by chiidren 11, 10, 9, and even 6 

rears old, who crowded out the aduit persons 
or whom the school ‘was taught; that the 
place was poorly ventilated: and that Princi- 
pal Fitzgerald sternly questioned her right to 
inspect the premises. 

Mrs. Dr. Bradley of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward said she had made her report to the 
Central Council and it had been printed, so 
she would not read it again. She said she 
would, however, make some general remarks 
about the schoois in her ward. There was — 
them, especially in the Sheldon and 0 
Schools, a shameful deficiency not only of 
daylight but of gaslight. At tho Sheidon and 
Kinzie Schools there were insufficient means 
of egress and great danger ot loss of life in 
case ofa fire. In the Sheldon School there 
were no seats in the basement and soft coal 
screenings were furnished by the contractors, 
who had agreed to furnish smokeless coal. 
The desks and seats were not large enough 
for the children to sit comfortably, the drink- 
ing faucets were out of order, and there were 
no mugs. 

Miss E. G. Cornell of the Thirty-second 
Ward reported that there were in her ward 
nine public schools and three parochial 
schools. She had been able to inspect only a 
few of the public schools, among which were 
the Greenwood Avenue and Kenwood Avenue 
Schools. She found in many places an ab. 
sence of play-grounds, narrow staircases, few 
fire-escapes, bad ventilation, and bad light. 
She had used as a guide in her inspection the 
— preseribed by the American Public 

ealth Association. 

Mrs. Caroline Sherman of the Board of Ed- 
ucation made some remarks, assuring the 
committee that the board welcomed their oo- 
operation. Mrs. Bradley offered a series of 
resolut ions in regard to the revaluation of the 
school section by a committee of the Real Es- 
tate Board, which was referred to the Central 
Council. The meeting then adjourned.

Municipal Civil Service 

CaIcaGo, Jan. 6.—[ Editor of The Tribune. 
In your issue of Sunday, Jan. 6, you say in an ed- 
itorial on municipal civil service, speaking with 
reference to the bill which you print in the same 
issue: 

If the bill becomes a law in its present form 
it will not become operative in any city until 
tne question has been submitted to the voters 
and a majority has declared in its favor. That 
might delay its going into effect in this city, for 
it the question of approval were submitted in 
some remote corner of a blanket ballot only a 
fraction of the great majority who favor civil 
service methods will take the trouble to mark 
their ballots, while all those who think offices 
should be given for political services will be in- 
structed by the politicians to vote in the nega- 
tive. Amend the election laws so as to require 
propositions of this kind to be submitted on a 
separate ballot, and the people of this city will 
accept forthwith a measure reforming the civil 
service. 

The last section of the bill, Sec. 40, provides: 
“The proposition so to be voted for shall ap- 
pear in plain, prominent type at the head of every 
ticket and preceding the names of persons to 
voted upon for any office at such election.” 

This provision obviates the objegqtion suggest- 
ed by you. Itinsures the attention of the voter, 
which is the thing required. 

The provision requir the statute to be sub- 
mitted to the voters was incorporated in the bill 
to make it possible to have the statate in force 
in Chicago without having it in foree in all the 
other cities of the State, large and small, in 
some of which it may not be immediately needed 
or wanted. The decisions of our Supreme Court, 
particularly Devine vs. Cook County, 84 LIL, 590, 
certainly make the provision expedient.

TERLY MEETING. 


Mayor charles A. Schieren Tells How 
Comparative Parity in Municipal Gov- 
ernment Has Been Brought About in 


Brooklyn=—Prof. Ely Does Not Believe 


in Public Franchises for Private Cor- 
porations=John H. Hamline Thinks 


Civil Service Reform an Aid. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Union 


League club, held last night, “ What Can Be 
Done to Better Effectuate ll Govern- 
ment in Our Large Cities was the subject 
discussed. The speakers were Mayor Charlies 

A. Scliieren of Brooklyn, who was a guest of 
* club; Prof. Richard T. Ely of the Wiscon- 
sin State University, Madison; Leroy D. 
Thoman, and John H. Hamline. Dinner was 
served at 6 o’clock in the large banquet hall 
to about 150 members.

At 8 o’clock President J ohn P. Wilson an- 
nounced the topic and introduced Mayor 
Schieren as the first speaker. Mr. Schieren 
said in part: 

What can be done to effect better government 
in these large cities is a question which at pres 
ent is receiving wide attention and occupying the 
minds of the people of our large cities, and in 
fact the entire country. to an unusu 
First and foremost of all, I would su 
absolute necessity of instituting a rigid civil 
service law in every municipal government. It 
would secure and protect every honest and faith- 
ful subordinate officia!, no matter what changes 
may made in the heads 2 do- 

artments, or who may be elected 

ayor. So long as the snbordinate conducts him- 
self properly and performs his duty and is effi- 
cient, his position should be secure to him. Such 
a system would put a most effectual stop to the 
spoils system and. the oid cry to the victor be- 
longs the spoil ” would be heard no more. It is 
not surprising to me that we have been misgov- 
erned. It is ‘rather surprising that we have, 
using such methods, fared so weli. It can only 
be explained by the fact that we are so patient 
and have such wonderful resources, otherwise we 
would have rebelied long ago and swept away 
such a pernicious system and introduced a more 
economical and just one based on common busi- 
ness principles. 


The Peaple Now Realize Their Power. 


However, the people are now awake and are 
thoroughiy aroused, and have commenced to 
realize their power. Brooklyn has set the pace, 
and other cities are taking active steps to im- 
prove their local governments. I hope the peo- 

le will never again permit matters to drift back 
into the old channels. 

Herein lies the great danger: If our leading 
morchants. and business-men would only pa 
more personal attention to their duties as citi- 
zens, and not only go to the polls to vote but 
join the ward organizations, attend the primar- 
ries, and see that honest and able men are nom- 
inated, and not look so much upon party lines in 
municipal affairs but rather upon the reputation 
and ability of the candidate, and such a policy 
were generally practiced year after year. there 
would be very little prospect of corrupt and de- 
signing men obtaining public office. 

rooklyn is particularly fortunate in having a 
splendid charter, which gives to the Mayor alone 
‘ 0 r of a single Commissioner to the 
head of each department, whose terms of office 
are coterminous with his own. This increases 
the power of each Commissioner; it also makes 
him alone responsible for the conduct of his de- 
partment, for there is no one on whom he can 
throw any blame. Ican only speak from per- 
sonal knowledge of my own city. There the sin- 
7 5 headed Commissioners have proved success - 
ul and I am satisfi with such enforce- 
ment of civil service as I have outlined above 
single headed departments will be equally suc- 
cessful every where. 

Another important matter to effectuate good 
government in municipalities is the absolute 
divoree of politics from the Police and Fire De- 
partments; permit none of the force to be mem- 
bers of any party organization. Of course, they 
may vote, but they should not participate in nor 
be connected with any of the various political 
elements that may give them a pull with some 
favorite ¢andidate or elective of ial. Thisis an 
absolute necessity, in order to create a strictly 
non-partisan Po or Fire Department. The 
Brooklyn Police and Fire Departments have to 
pass a most rigid civil service examination before 
they are no on the eligible list for appoint- 
ment, and only the names of those appear on the 
roll book who receive 70 per centorover. All 
this is irrespective I affiliation. All cam- 
paign expenses should be cheerfully contributed 
by the citizens of either party, and not by the 
officehciders. They should be exempt, and 
made to understand that they are perfectly free 
from biackmail. 

Eternal vigilance 23 citizens is necessary. Do 
your duty first and all the time, all of you. no 
matter what your vocation ; follow religiously 
your public duty as a citizen ; put only honest 
and competent men in office ; encourage them and 
stand by them, and my word for it you will soon 
see a different state of affairs in your municipal- 
ity, and ths problem how to effectuate better 
government in large cities will solve itself. It 
rests with you. The people have the power, and 
upon us reste the responsibility of all our mis- 
governed cities and upon no one else. 


The City of the Future Described. 
Prof. Ely spoke on The City of the Fut- 
ure. In part he said: 


We cannot have the city government which we 
desire unless we give attention to economic forces 
and introduce considerable economic reforms. 
At the present time we have a perplexing and 
confusing intermingling of public and private 
interests which produces unfortunate resuits. I 
refer to businesses of a local nature which we 
call natural monopolies. Experience shows us 
that we must deal with urban transportati 
gas works, electric lighting plants, and bu 
nesses of this nature in one of two ways —name! — 
Wo must either allow private ownership in them 
and then control them by pubiic authority, thus 
taking away from private property its natural 
prerogative of control, or we must have public 
ownership and public management. It seems to 
me that in our American conditions the diffi- 
culties in the way of the first method, the method 
which we have long attempted to apply and from 
which we are gradually departing, are insuper- 
how we can ever 
hope to have pure government with private own- 
ership of pursuits like those which I have named. 

There is yet another difficulty in the way of 
public control of private business. It seems that 
part of the community has to exercse a super 
vision which must necessarily at times be ex- 
asperati dver another portion of the com- 
munity. have thought of this in connection 
with the gas works in the town in which I — 
live. I cannot help feeling that the price of 
with us is unreasonably high, but I would ra 
pay the high price of gas thau to attempt to ond 
augurate a movement to lower the price ana 
otherwise to regulate the gas company, for this 
would bring me into most unpleasant conflict with 
my friends and neighbors. I give this illustration 
because I think it is one which will come home 
to many of you. Those who could take a lead in 
exercising control over private businesses even if 
themselves uninterested, are unwilling to do so 
because this control implies unpleasant conse- 
quences. 

Judge L. D. Thoman was next introduced. 
He said that the greatest discredit which has 
ever come to a reform movement is the fact 
that men will make professional faith for the 
movement, and turn their backs upon it when 
called upon. He suggested as @ remedy for 
the municipal mis greater responsibility 
upon the Mayor of the city, and that 
his term be made three or four 
years, and he should be meligible 
to reélection. The power of granting fran- 
ghises* should be taken away from the City 
Council and two bodies be created with a 
smaller membership in both than the present 
Council. Ordinances ing one body, he 
said, should be reviewed not earlier than two 
weeks after by the other, which he termed the 
Senate. The greatest element that influences 
our municipal affairs is the saloon and it is 
the curse of civilization. [Great applause. } 
He asked that all present work earnestly in 
the work of municipal reform. 

Gulf Between Theory and Practice.

President Judy Begins His Term with Ad- 
vdeacy of the State Fair, 

SRTL, III., Jan. 8.—[{Special.}—J.

RANK ABUSE OF INSANE PATIENTS. 


Charges Against the Manacement of the 
Cook County Asylum. 

Joan H. Raddle, a discharged employé of 
the Cook County Insatfe Asylum, filed an affi- 
davit with the Public Service committee of 
the County Board yesterday in which he 
charges Supt. Nash with gross neglect of duty 
and a number of attendants, whom he refuses 
to name, with kicking, clubbing, and other- 
wise maltreating patients. Raddle was ap- 
pointed Feb, 16, 1894, and discharged June 
1 for ill-treating a patient. He was exoner- 
ated later and reinstated Oct. 7. He was 
finally discharged Jan. 1, 1895, for failing to 
report ill-treatment of a patient by another 
em ployé. 

Raddle says that during the six months he 
was at Dunning Supt, Nash never visi the 
wards or looked after the affairs of tho insti- 
tution except on the occasion of visits by the 
County Commissioners, He further says that 
in one ward three baseball bats are used to 
beat refractory patients into submission; in 
another three police clubs, and in another a 


loaded elub. He alleges ‘wholesale kicking 
and clubbing of sick as well as unruly pa- 
tients. In Ward C, 4, he says an investiga. 


tion would show hearly every patient to bear 
marks of such ill treatment. He also al- 
leges that many attendants are habitually so
